Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 8/22/05 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicants argue in substance that the principle idea and motivation of Tannebaun is 
different from that of applicants claimed invention. The examiner does not disagree. In response that the principle idea and motivation of 
Tannebaum being different, the reason or motivation to modify the reference may often suggest what the inventor has done, but for a 
different purpose or to solve a different problem. It is not necessary that the prior art suggest the combination to achieve the same 
advantage or result discovered by applicant. In re Linter, 458 F.2d 1013, 173 USPQ 560 (CCPA 1972) (discussed below); In re Dillon, 919 
F.2d 688, 16 USPQ2d 1897 (Fed. Cir. 1990), cert, denied, 500 U.S. 904 (1991). Further, the motivation of the Applicants invention is not 
relevant to the question of whether or not there is motivation to combine the references relied upon by the examiner. The examiner has 
clearly provided motivation to combine the references and the resulting combination renders the claimed invention obvious. Moreover, 
Garcia provides motiation of improving system reliability by having a different type of processor as a backup processor. 

A double patenting rejection still stands with regard to claims 1, 3, 5-6, 8, 1 1, 14, 16-17 and 19 of the instant application with claims 1-2, 
6-1 1, and 15-17 of patent 6,915,441. 
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
